Glass  Histdxj 

The  history  of  the  class  of  '50  began  in  the  fall  of  1936.  We  traveled  two 
different  paths  until  the  fall  of  1943  when  students  from  Dudley  Shoals  School 
joined  our  class  here  at  Oak  Hill,  making  an  enrollment  of  41  in  the  8th  grade. 
Thus  we  began  our  school  years  together.  Eighth  grade  graduation  marked  the 
great  change  between  grammar  grade  and  high  school  life. 

The  experiences  of  high  school  were  very  different  and  exciting  to  us .  Then 
considered  old  enough,  we  joined  various  clubs  and  ball  teams,  were  allowed 
to  attend  parties  and  dances,  and  felt  quite  grown  up.  Along  with  all  this,  we 
realized  that  our  school  years  would  mean  harder  work  if  we  were  to  prepare 
for  a  good  life  to  come.  There  were  five  who  chose  not  to  continue  with  us, 
but  to  follow  various  ways  of  their  own.  Miss  Martha  Miller  was  our  leader  this 
first  year  of  high  school.

We  gave  dan- 
ces in  the  gymnasium  and  presented  a  play,  "The  Ready  Made  Family",  in  or- 
der to  finance  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet.

With  Mrs.  U.  D.  Pitts  guiding  us,  we  made  this  banquet  an  occasion 
never  to  be  forgotten.  When  we  met  in  the  fall  of  1949,  there  were  only  seven- 
teen left  to  travel  the  last  mile  of  school  as  seniors.  Each  of  us  were  deter- 
mined to  make  this  last  year  the  best  one  of  all,  and  now  we  realize  that  we 
have  accomplished  this.  Mr.  C.  C.  Huskins,  our  principal,  taught  us  that 
honor  comes  from  good  behavior.  This  we  accepted  with  young  and  willing 
hearts.  Our  first  great  task  was  to  publish  the  annual  which  we  did  success- 
fully. We  then  presented  a  play,  "No  Bride  for  the  Groom",  which  was  also 
a  great  success.  As  we  approached  the  end  of  school,  we  glanced  back  upon 
all  those  things  and  gladly  say  that  no  class  could  have  been  a  happier  one  than 
our  class  of  '50.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  we  are  among  those  who  have  gra- 
duated from  Oak  Hill  School.
